Ear! Warren, Addressing 
Session Wednesday, Notes 
“Possibility Of War” 


SACRAMENTO (\P)—The Sheriffs 
Association of California today heard 
a discussion of national defense 
problems facing the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation following a warn- 
ing by Attorney General Earl War- 
ren that “we are close to war.” 

Nat J. L. Pieper, in charge of the 
San Francisco FBI office, and R. 
B.\Hood of the Los Angeles office, 
were to address the sheriffs’ con- 
vention today. The three-day an- 
nual meeting ends tomorrow. 

Warren was pessimistic about the 
chances of the United States stay- 
ing out of war in addressing the 
convention yesterday. “This is not a 
popular subject right now,” he said, 
“but it’s time somebody thought 
about the possibility of war coming 
to the women and children of this 
country.” 

Urging increased efforts to per- 
fect a plan for home defense, he de- 
clared, “there is no point in pre- 
paring for any emergency after it 
paring for any emergency after 
future holds for us, we must as- 
sume the worst will occur rather 
than merely to hope for the best.” 

Warren said that the FBI is plan-

consideration for the preservation 
of the United States.” 

He added that “we cannot 
strengthen our own defenses by giv- 
ing, leasing or lending to any nation 
our implements of defense.”
